TION DRAWING -IN NORFOLK.—AS 


many of our readers were interested 
in the drawing of the Masonic Relief 
Association, which took place at the 
Opera House in Norfolk, Va., Tues- 
day night, we publish the following 
abridged account thereof :

The Licht-Fingered Gentry Disterbe 
ed, Their Operations Broken Up, 
Some of Them Pat to Flight 
and One Brought to Trial. 


A FARCICAL TRIAL—SUPPOS- 
ED CONNIVANCE OF OFFT- 
CIALS, AND ESCAPE OF > 
PRISONER WHILST 
ON TRIAL. 


We noticed yesterday mornin S the 
existence of a gambling den on Wil- 
mington street, operated in the open 
day and flaunted before the public 
regardless of the decency, morality, 
law or order of the city, and yester- 
day we had an interesting sequel of 
the whole matter. 

On Wednesday ‘night Jagistrate 
David A. Wicker, at the instance 
of Quent Bryant, who made 
oath to the character of the 
gambling done by the parties 
named, issued a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Harry Gilbert alias Harry 
Lawrence and Joseph Mea alias Bill 
Mea, charged with gambling in the 
confines of the city. The warrant 
was given Policeman J. M. Forrest, 
but he being off duty for the evening, 
asked to be excused, for the reason he 
did not want to make enemies. It 
was then given to Policemen Butler 
and Whitaker, colored, who, how- 
ever, did not serve it, under advise- 
ment that it was not properly drawn 
up, the aliases making it indefinite. 
Quent Bryant was then ordered to 
make the arrest, and this order was 
endorsed by Mayor Holden to the 
following effect: 

“Capt. King—Look into this mat- 
ter and see that the same is executed 
when the police force is called on. 

Jos. W. HOLDEN, Mayor.”’ 


In the meantime the gamblimg den 
had been closed three hours carlie 
than usual--they had been informed of 
the issuing of the warrant, by whom 
the public must draw its inference. 

The warrant in the hands of Bry- 
ant could have been served at ten 
o’clock—the man  MUHarry Gilbert 
alias Lawrence wason Hargett street, 
and Bryant seeing Chief of Police 
King in Harrison & Batchford’s, 
showed him tke warrant and asked 
his assistance. Capt. King declined 
to do so, and took the warrant from 
Mr. Bryant, claiming that 
it was intended for him. 
As a consequence, the principal 
bird was allowed to escape, which he 
did during the night or yesterday 
morning, leaving only his assistant 
or agent in the city. 

Yesterday morning we investigat- 
ed the matter, and Magistrate Wicker 
placed the warrant in the hands of 
Jno. R. Caswell, colored Constable, 
who soon succeeded in bringing be- 
fore him the Assistant Joe Mea, alias 
Bill Mea. This was 12 m., but the 
Magistrate himself being too much 
under the influence of liquor to push 
matters, the trial was not commenced 
(under apparent delays) until 2 
o’clock, when Messrs. Thos. R. 

M. Argo 


appeared for the _ prosecution, 


and Col. George V. Strong for 
the defendant. And now commenced 
atrial which, for its richness and 


general character, we have never seen. 


surpassed. Three and a half hours 
were spent in the examination 
and cross-examination of witnesses, 
which examination developed the 
fact that gambling, under the guise 
ofa gift concert, Which proved only 
asham, had been openly practiced 
for some two months on Wil- 
mington street, deluding the un- 
wary and degrading the morals of 
the city ; and that while the princi- 
pal of the affair had been allowed to 
escape by the inefficiency or conni- 
vance of the police force—who had 
been openly gambling in the den— 
only the miserable tool of the man 
Lawrence had been captured, and 
that, too, by a colored Consi:ble, 
Not the least uninteresting feature 
of the trial was the production ofa 
witness by the defence, one Daven- 
port, who acknowledged himself a 

rofessional gambler, and who has 

een interested in all the gambling 
affairs that have been preying upon 
the innocent people of the State at 
the late Fairs. He endeavored to 
sustain the character of the game, 
but we rather think he was too great 
an expert to hold good his own 
character. 

At 5:30 o’clock the examination of 
witnesses was concluded, the acting 
Magistrate having become suffticient- 
ly cool to look at things in a more 
practical light. Mr. Purnell opened 
the argument ina speech of half an 
hour, charging that the game played 
was one of chance. This the Court 
acknowledged, and asked that the 
counsel instruct him as to the guilt 
or complicity of the assistant of Law- 
rence, who was cn trial. Mr. Pur- 


nell contended he was equally guilty | 


with the principal. 

At six o’clock the prisoner retired 
from the Courtroom in company with 
policeman Bob Crosson, col., with 
the acknowledged purpose of taking 
adrink. Col. Strong commenced his 
argumert for the defence, and had 
been speaking some ten minutes, 
when Crosson returned into the 
room alone and mueh diseonfited, 
and avnounced to the Court that his 
prisoner had escaped. Crosson had 
accompanied him to his room at the 
Carolina House, .nd while Bob wai- 
ted in the passage the return of Mea. 
the latter found an easy egress down 
the back stairway, and so made his 
escape. We will do Crosson th:+ jus- 
tice to say we do not believe he cor- 
nived at the escape. The Court ielt 
itself much iusulied by this escapade 
of its prisoner, and while a big guf- 
faw pervaded the Court room “his 
Courtship” iooked much disgruntled, 
though we do not know the extent of 
his.sorrow, because of the fact that 
he had spent a portion. of the morn- 
ing in the private room of the pris- 
oner, which was the cause of his con- 
dition throughout the day. 

On the motion ot Mr. Argo, the 
case was postponed until 11 a.m. 
this morning, and Crosson was in- 
structed to use all diligence in the 


recapture of his prisoner, which p-is- | 


oner, in our opinion, will neve: be 
heard of in these parts again. 

And now for a little moralizine i 
connection with this affair. his 
gambling den, of thelowest order, 
under the protection of 4 licease asa 
‘gift concert” afiair, iins been allow- 
ed fortwo munths openly on one of 
our principal streets, and our city au: 
thorities have not only been aware 
of its existence, but have gambled at 
it themseives day after day, when it 
was known that it was a positive vio- 
lation of the law, and an insult to 


| 


such things allowed 
in this community, citizens 
of Ruleigh? Is this the Reform that 
was promised us last Spring? Let 
the city wards be re-arranged, and 
Jet an honest and God-fearing Gov- 
ernment be given us in May next. 
We demand a removal of the men in 
office‘who can allow and connive at 
such damnable outrage as are almost 
daily perpetrated in our midst. 


GALLANTRY REWARDED.—The 
War Department has 
medals to Sergeant Woodhull, pri- 
vates Harrington and Roth and 
scouts Chapman and Dixon, of Gen. 
Miles’ command, for gallant conduct 
in resisting an attack by Indans in 
the early fall. The story of their 
bravery has been previously told, but 
is worth recounting. hese five 
men,with a comrade who was killed, 
were surprised by 120 Indians, who 
fired upon them, stampeding their 
ho and wounding every one of 
their-number, one fatally. They dug 
ashallow trench with their knives 
in the soil and held their assailants 
at bay until night time, when the 
latter withdrew, carrying off the 
dead bodies of fifteen of their num- 
ber. The soldiers used their revol- 
vers several times in repelling the 
charges of their foes. They had no 
food and no water but that which 
fell into their trench in drizzling rain 
during the fight. Their gallantry 
has been very properly rewarded by 
the War Department.

Collector Simmons, of the Boston 
Customhouse, hasabolished the oftic- 
es in the Customhouse held by some 
thirty inspectors, weighers, gaugers, 
etc., also the office of one deputy col- 
lector, which effects a saving of thir- 
ty-six thousand dollars annually.

Proposed Changes in the Revenue | 
Law. 

The bill introduced in the House 

of Representatives last week, by Mr. 

Foster, to amend existing internal 

revenue laws, was prepared at the 

Office of Internal Revenue, It pro- 

poses to remedy defects 1n the ar- 

rangements of certain sections 1D the 

Revised Statutes, and, among other 
things provides that sections 3412 and 

3413 be stricken out, and the follow- 
ing inserted in lieu thereof: 

That every person, firm, associa- 
tion, other than National bank “sso- 
ciations, and every corporation State 
bank or State banking association, 
shall pay a tax of ten per centum on 
the amount of their own notes, 
checks, drafts, orders, tokens or obli- 
gations, used for circulation and paid 
out by them. 

That every such person, firm, asso- 
ciation, corporation, State bank or 
State banking association, and also 
every National banking  associa- 
tion, shail pay a like tax of ten per 
centum on the amount of notes, 
checks, drafts, orders, tokens or obli- 
gations of any person, firm, associa- 
tion, other than a National banking 
association, or of any town, city or 
municipal corporation, used for cireu- 
lation and paid out by them. 

It is proposed to amend section 3418 
of the Revised Statutes by striking 
out a portion thereof and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: 

There shall] be levied, collected and 
paid for and in respect of every bank 
check, draft, order or voucher thereof 
for the payment of any sum of money 
whatever drawn upon any bank, 
banker or trust company by any per- 
son who makes, signs or issues the 
same, or for whose use or benefit the 
same is made, signed or issued, two 
cents.

In addition to the coming changes 
in the Treasury Department men- 
tioned in yesterday’s dispatches, it is 
understood that General Spinner’s 
retirement at an early day is looked 
for.
